DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 04/1 7/06 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant's remarks: Mault and Hack neither of these references disclose 
electronic circuits moimted on the display substrate. 
Examiner's remarks: Mault in view of Hack clearly disclose electronic 
circuits in specificallv display circuits (page 4, par. [0045-0048, and [0050] 
of Hack "the display 106 which can be electrically coupled to the processor 
103, can operate in conventional mode or intelligent mode, and processing 
power could be provided locally to each pixel 109 could be programmed, a 
display signal includes an address that corresponds to a particular pixel or 
group of pixels and content that indicates what the addressed pixel is to 
display"). 

Applicant's remarks: Amended Claim 14 is patentable for reasons similar 
to Claim 6 by calling for, among other things, electronic circuits carried on 
said flexible substrate and including display drivers and a radio frequency 
transceiver for permitting the wireless communication with the information 
source. 
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Examiner's remarks: Mault in view of Hack clearly disclose in specifically 
an electronic circuits carried on the flexible substrate and display driver and 
transceiver for permitting the wireless communication with the information 
source (page 4, par. [0045-0048] of Hack "emphasized the electronic circuit 
such display circuit; processor; internal, external video input/output; driver 
electronic (circuit) which is the signal interface to support the pixel as to 
brightness state". These functions are the electronic circuit (See Applicant's 
specification; Hack discloses the same function of the present invention).
